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Belleville DDA considers 
new design for 4th Street 
in front of new library

Should the piece of Fourth Street that 
will lead from Main Street to the new 
library be made into a grassy lawn space 
or should a one-way street lead from Main 
to the library entrance and then to the new 
89-space public parking lot and the alley? 

“We want feedback before putting pen 
to paper,’ said Marcus McNamara of 
Spicer Group at the regular meeting of 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority on March 20. 

McNamara, project manager, said they 
have looked at what’s there now and have 
come up with some options for the DDA 
to sleep on. Also present at the meeting 
was Spicer Senior Project Manager Phil 
Westmoreland, P.E. 

McNamara said the buildings on 
Fourth Street are close to the roadway. 
He suggested continuing the work from 
the Fourth Street Square, including stone 
walls, planters and the compass on the 
paving. 

He said Fourth Street could be one way 
to the library with an 18’ driveway, with 
parallel parking on the west side and angle 
parking on the east side. The drive would 
be one way to the parking lot behind the 
businesses. 

Do they want maximum parking spaces 
or a pedestrian mall feel. Would the area be 
blocked off periodically for events. If so, 
he warned, curbs are trip hazards so there 
would have to be ramps and pedestrian 
paths. 

Do they want green space? Trees? A rain 
garden, which would be depressed? Raised 
planters, which would not be good for 
events. 

“The visual into the library is important,” 
McNamara said, “coordinating the area 
to make sure the library front door is 
noticeable.”

Davenport low bidder on school media centers

Davenport Brothers Construction of 
Belleville was the low bidder for general 
contracting services for this summer’s 
media center renovation project at Owen 
and McBride schools. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
Davenport was selected to do the work that 
will begin on the day school lets out for the 
summer and be completed by the end of 
August. 

Davenport’s bid was $596,715.54, 
lowest of six competitive bids. Abatement 
remediation went to Sloan Environmental 
Services of Taylor, lower of two bids, for 
$64,000. The project has a contingency 
fund of $40,000, making the total from 
the Sinking Fund almost exactly at the 
estimated $700,716. 

“Initially, we budgeted for a facelift, but 
as we got closer to beginning, we decided 
we needed to do more,” said the memo to 
the board from Director of Plant Operations 
James Williams and Senior Consultant for 
Plante Moran Cresa Rob Kakoczki. 
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“We decided to change the plan and 
began an extensive design process visiting 
surrounding school districts that have also 
done recent renovations. The committee 
agreed that they wanted a 21* learning 
center environment with more flexible 
spaces, not a traditional one which is what 
both schools have now.” 

The two school principals spoke in 
support of the project, with McBride 
Principal John Leroy saying this will be 
flexible space for the next 10-15 years and 
calling it “a really cool space — more than 
just a space to check-out books.” 


Owen Principal Melissa Lloyd said the 
staff and students were really involved in 
the design process and it will be “a space 
to realize all our needs.” 

“More thinking outside the box, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak. 

The architect showed how the media 
coach will be in the center of the space 
and there will be bright colors, new kinds 
of furniture, with special floors, walls, and 
higher ceiling — “spaces for different kinds 
of learning.” 

He said the current media centers are in

Scott Settles bound over for trial on terrorism charge

On March 20, 34" District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green bound Scott 
William-Samuel Settles, 43, of Belleville 
over to Wayne County Circuit Court on 
five charges, including terrorism. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit on April 3 to face trial. He 
is free after posting bond of $10,000/10%. 

Settles is charged with using a rifle to 
threaten the bartender and patrons at 
Egan’s Pub in Belleville just before closing 
time on Dec. 18. 

Representing Settles at the March 20 
preliminary exam before Judge Green 
was Joseph Hall. Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor was Megan Mathews. 

The charges are: 

e Terrorism, a felony with a possible 20- 
year and/or $20,000 sentence; 

e Carrying a dangerous weapon with 
unlawful intent, a felony with a possible 
5-year and/or $2,500 sentence; 

e Felony firearm, a felony with a possible 
sentence of 5 years and/or $2,500; 

¢ Possession of a firearm while under the 
influence, a misdemeanor with possible 
sentence of 93 days and/or $500; and 

e Brandishing a firearm in public, 

misdemeanor with possible sentence up to 
one year and fine of $500. 

The terrorism charge was added before 
the exam and defense attorney Hall said his 
client was waiving exams on the four other 
charges, but would have the exam on the 
terrorism charge. 

Mary Elizabeth Winter was the first 
witness for the prosecution. She said the 
incident happened at 11:30 p.m., Dec. 
18, at Egan’s Pub, which was to close at 
midnight. She said they had issued last call. 

Winter said Settles was a good customer 
of the bar where she worked as bartender. 
She said Settles had a verbal disagreement 
with another man who was there and, “I 
asked him to leave.” 

She said Settles got angry with her and 
said that if she makes him leave and not the 
other man, too, “TIl be back and everyone 
in there would be dead.” 

She said a few minutes later she saw 
him outside the building across the street. 
She said Belleville police were called and 
responded. 

Winter said he sent her a Facebook 
message instructing her to “send them out.” 
She said she believed he was going to hurt 
somebody, but she didn’t know who. 

Prosecutor Matthews asked how far away 
Settles lived from the bar and she said 5-7 
minutes walking. He returned in 8-10 
minutes. 


Under cross-examination by the defense 
attorney, Winter said there were seven 
employees in the bar and four patrons. 

“I was unsure who he wanted,” she 
testified, noting the other customers were 
with the other man and Settles dispute was 
only with her and the one man. 

“T asked him to pay his tab and go home,” 
Winter said, adding the other man also told 
him to, “Go. Pay your tab.” 

The second prosecution witness was 
Belleville Police Officer Matthew 
Vandeweghe who said he was dispatched to 
396 Main St. because a man was carrying 
a rifle. 

Officer Vandeweghe testified he observed 
Settles behind the bar, crouched behind a 
concrete pillar, in a ready-to-fire position 
aimed at the entrance at the rear of the bar 
mainly used for employees. He described 
the rifle as a Winchester .338 Magnum. 

“T told him to come to the front of the patrol 
car and he did,” Officer Vandeweghe said. 
Settles had three rounds in the magazine 
of the weapon and more ammunition in 
his vehicle parked across Main Street. “He 
was unlicensed to drive,’ Vandeweghe 
testified. 

Under cross examination, Vandeweghe 
testified there was no round in the chamber 
of the weapon and the defendant’s car, with 
more ammunition, was across Main Street 
from the bar, about 150 yards away. 

Vandeweghe said he was very familiar 
with the weapon, a bolt-action rifle, and 
it shot one round at a time and then took 
about three seconds to be ready for the next 
shot. 

“When he saw me, he was shocked,” 
Vandeweghe testified. “He didn’t expect 
the police to come.” Settles put the rifle 
down as directed and put his hands on 
the police car, Vandeweghe testified. “He 
followed my commands. He complied,” 
the officer testified. 

When the defense attorney asked about 
how Settles looked, Vandeweghe said 
he looked like he was having some kind 
of mental breakdown and, “He seemed 
intoxicated.” 

Officer Vandeweghe said it appeared 
to be a dispute between Settles and three 
other people. 

“I placed him in the rear of the patrol 
vehicle after he laid the gun down ...” he 
said. 

Prosecutor Matthews questioned 
Vandeweghe who replied, “We asked him 
what was going on ... The gist of what 
happened.” After completion of the Data 
Master test at headquarters, Settles was 
read his Miranda Rights and questioned, 
Vandeweghe said. 


The prosecutor made a motion to bind 
Settles over on all the charges and the 
defense attorney objected to the terrorism 
count. He said the dispute with three men 
and an apparent felonious assault has 
turned into a terrorist act. 

“We’re not talking about Sandy Hook,” 
defense attorney Hall said. 

But Judge Green said the defendant said 
everyone would be dead. 

Hall said when his client said to send 
“them” out, it was in reference to the three. 

Judge Green said the bartender didn’t 
think she was safe. 

Hall disagreed, saying his client wasn’t a 
threat to the civilian population. 

“We’ ve seen it,” Judge Green said, noting 
the defendant threatened to go into the pub 
establishment and take everyone out. Then 
she bound Settles over to circuit court on 
all of the charges. 

She reminded Settles that he had a no- 
contact order for the bar and two bartenders. 
Marquise Anthony Latell Kane 

Judge Green bound Marquise Anthony 
Latell Kane, 22, over to circuit court for 
an April 3 arraignment on the information 
after a preliminary exam on three charges: 
assault with a dangerous weapon, home 
invasion-2™ degree, and larceny of less 
than $200. 

Kane is free after posting bond of 
$20,000/10%. 

The only witness was Cynthia Burns 
who testified that between 5 and 6 p.m. 
on Feb. 4, she came home from work and 
found Kane in her Van Buren Township 
apartment home. She said she has known 
him for four years and they have children 
together. He had been living with her, she 
testified, but he left on Jan. 1 of his own 
free will. 

“He was trying to make up with me,” 
she testified concerning the Feb. 4 incident, 
saying he broke in her back door, knocking 
the doorknob off, which he has done 
before. 

She testified they argued, he put his hands 
on her neck, and chased her around with 
a butcher knife and another longer knife 
from the kitchen and threatened to stab her. 

She said he had her phone and car keys 
and she tried to get them back. She said he 
pushed her to the ground outside, really 
hard, and then took off on his bicycle. One 
of her neighbors called the police. 

She said he stole $120 out of her wallet. 

When he left on Jan. 1 he told her he took 
everything he wanted and whatever he left 
he didn’t want, she testified. She said he 
has a no-contact order with her. 

It was pointed out that she was reluctant 
to testify as a witness, but she was 


subpoenaed. 

Burns testified she threw a mail holder at 
him and it missed and broke on her door. 
It had been mounted on the wall inside the 
apartment next to the door. 

She said he had been trying to cook 
dinner for her. 

After the prosecutor made a motion to 
bind the charges over to circuit court, 
retained defense attorney Saundra White 
objected, stating, “She is making this up.” 

Howard Oliver Blalock 

After a preliminary exam, Judge Green 
bound Howard Oliver Blalock, 46, over to 
circuit court for an April 3 arraignment on 
the information on charges of assault with 
intent to murder, assault with intent to do 
great bodily harm less than murder, and 
assault with a dangerous weapon. 

Maurice Flannery of Belleville was 
the only witness brought by Prosecutor 
Mathews. Flannery said at 10:30 p.m. Feb. 
23, he called for a Lyft ride from Mike’s 
restaurant outside New Boston to go home 
to Belleville. 

When Blalock arrives, Flannery asked 
if he could smoke in his car and Blalock 
said no. Flannery said he agreed with the 
car’s owner to not have smoking, but he 
commented that it smelled like somebody 
had been smoking weed in there. 

That’s when the driver became agitated, 
Flannery testified. He said Blalock was 
raising his voice and in a conversation with 
himself about how his daughter smokes 
medical marijuana. 

“He was getting more aggressive and 
rolling the window down,” Flannery 
testified. Then he asked Blalock to drop 
him off at the church, which he did. As 
he was heading across the street towards 
home, he heard footsteps behind him and 
Blalock was behind him and hit him with a 
crowbar three times. 

Entered into evidence was a picture of 
Flannery’s head, “bleeding like a pig,” and 
a picture with blood on his face. He was 
hospitalized, he testified. 

He said he had dinner and one beer at the 
restaurant with friends and he had a date 
that canceled so he needed to get home. 

Under cross-examination by retained 
defense attorney Jamil Khuja, the 
attorney questioned him about a pending 
preliminary exam for home invasion third 
degree, which Judge Green said had been 
dismissed. Flannery said he had been 
convicted of arguing with his son and 
daughter. 

Khuja asked if he argued with the driver 
about smoking in the car and the GPS route 
he took and Flannery said he didn’t argue

Board table still a 
bone of contention in 


Sumpter Township 


The $3,024.54 payment to Jeffrey Lominac, 
Jr. for the new board table was removed from 
the warrant list at the Sumpter Township 
regular board meeting on Tuesday. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark objected to paying 
for the table until it was installed, so they 
could see it first. Other board members 
agreed and the payment was removed from 
the list of bills for payment. 

The reason given for paying Lominac 
before seeing his work was because it would 
“create a hardship” for him if he had to wait 
another two weeks. 

Bednark said if $3,000 creates a hardship 
for a contractor, how much capital funding 
does this contractor have if there is a 
problem with his work? 

He said for the board to pay him now 
would have other contractors whining for 
payment as soon as they put down their 
hammers. “We have not seen the table,” he 
said. Trustee Tim Rush said the township’s 
payment terms are “net 30.” 

Finance Director Scott Holtz said the 
past practice is to approve and then wait to 
release the check. “I would rather have the 
board make that decision,” Bednark said and 
the rest of the board agreed. 

At the end of the meeting, Eric Partridge 
asked about the additional $2,800 added for 
granite to put on the board table and who 
approved that? The $6,500 board table is up 
to $9,400 now, he said. He got no answers. 
The table was to be installed March 27. 
Hope it’s beautiful.

We are on the 
do-not-call list but still get about six calls a 
day. Just letting you know.”

At its meeting last week, the Belleville 
DDA got pictures of the ten outdoor 
sculptures coming at the end of May to 
locations in the City of Belleville and Van 
Buren Townshp. This year, there are five in 
the city and five in the township. The VBT

there is $50,000 budgeted this year for 
the former DNR property on the lake the 
township purchased. He said that will be 
used this summer for a traffic study and 
confirmation of the soil borings the library 
did when they were hoping for a library on 
the lake. He said they probably would only 
use $20,000 of the $50,000 set aside. 

These comments were made at the March 
18 VBT work/study session when Trustee 
Reggie Miller asked about the “Lake 
House.” 

Supervisor McNamara said the board 
would have to decide what to do with the 
site, but, “That soil is excellent to build 
on.” He said new borings next to the library 
borings will confirm that.

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Trustee Sherry Frazier said a traffic study 
was done there in 2016-17 for the library, 
but it was not turned over to the county. 
McNamara said it is out of date. 

“We don’t know what we can build until 
we get these studies,” he said. “We want 
to know, or guess, what 
we’re going to do there 
to get a grant. You can 
change your mind later. 
That’s how it works.”

We received an 
update, through March 
8, on the cleanup at 
the Luckey site in Ohio. So far, there have 
been 767 truckloads of soil disposed of — 
that’s 12,747 tons at 5-8 truckloads a day 
— most at the Wayne Disposal Facility in 
VBT. They note one trip to the disposal 
facility is 72.5 miles. Site excavation is 8% 
complete. It’s expected to take more than 
10 years to complete, beginning in 2017. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
Buffalo District, is excavating soils 
contaminated with beryllium, lead, and 
naturally occurring radioactive materials 
(radium, thorium, and uranium). The site 
is a former beryllium production facility 
the Atomic Energy Commission operated 
in the 1950s as part of the national defense 
program.

Ashley Shukait of Van Buren Township, 
a public health consultant, was thanked by 
the VBT Board of Trustees at its March 19 
regular meeting for providing a 75-page 
online 2019 Resource Guide for the public 
to use. 

“We’re all blessed because of your 
work,” Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
of the guide, which is targeted at the tri- 
community area of 48111 and a ten-mile 
radius around it. 

“The school and Sumpter Township 
asked about it. It’s nice when somebody 
calls and we can tell them where to go for 
help,” he said. 

The Resource Guide is on the VBT web 
site and Supervisor McNamara said it’s 
there now, but they are reformatting. He 
said in the past, the township had a few 
pages of resources to offer the public, but 
Shukait’s list is very comprehensive. 

At the end of the regular meeting, 
McNamara called Shukait to the podium to 
thank her for her work and she told how 
she happened to put the list together. 

She said all hospitals are required to 
have a list and some of the information is 
available through basic Google searches. 
In small communities, however, resources 
available come by word of mouth. 

She said she started collecting and then 
offered it to the township to help the public. 

She was invited up to the board table 
so all the board members could shake her 
hand and thank her for her work. 

In other business at the 34-minute 
meeting on March 19, the board: 

e Heard Trustee Reggie Miller tell about 
the Friday Fill-up program at Trinity 
Episcopal Church that deals with childhood 
hunger. The local project is highlighted 
in Woman’s Day magazine. The project 
offers food to over 100 students at a few 
schools so they have food on week ends, 
Trustee Miller said, noting there is a 15% 
rate of childhood hunger in Michigan. 
“When there’s a snow day, some kids don’t 
eat,” she said. “It’s a wonderful program,” 
Trustee Sherry Frazier agreed. Later, Clerk 
Leon Wright set up the township hall as a 
collection site for food for the program.

Cortese has 
been working in the administration building 
for four years and was one of the in- 
house candidates for the position, vacated 
recently by Shareen Barker.

a business manager academy through 
Michigan State University and the most 
recent topic was negotiations; 

e Heard Human Resources Director 
Abdul Madyun discuss the tentative union 
contract with the Van Buren Education 
Association, which covers teachers. There 
are more than 300 teachers in the district. 
He emphasized the union has yet to vote on 
the contract, which runs through Dec. 31, 
2019. First, he explained the plan to have 
the district become self-insured, which 
will save the district and the teachers 
money. This also will allow the raises in 
pay provided in the contract, he said. The 
contract puts $600 more on each salary 
schedule starting on the Sept. 10 payday. All 
members shall move up one advancement 
level at the time and if the State Foundation 
allowance increases by $100 or more per 
student from the 2018-19 school year, 
$100 will be added to each level on the 
salary scale. The same if it goes up $200 or 
$300 per student. Employment incentives 
are allowed for teachers in critical 
shortage areas. The insurance program 
will change, but coverage will remain 
the same, except additional coverage will 
increase the chiropractic visits from 20 to 
39 and include massage therapy.

Mathews made a motion to bind over and 
Khuja agreed it was a question of fact to be 
determined at circuit court. 

Devontae Cartez Gambles 

After a preliminary exam, Judge Green 
bound Devontae Cartez Gambles, 26, 
over to circuit court for trial on a charge 
of possession of analogs in the City of 
Belleville on Dec. 29. 

Belleville Police Officer Jeff Wickham 
testified that he was operating a radar in 
his patrol car and at about 10:30 a.m. when 
he observed a purple 2018 Dodge Charger 
speeding on Belleville Road, doing 45 mph 
in a 30 zone. He and his partner made a 
traffic stop and the driver, identified as 
Devontae Gambles, the only person in the 
vehicle, said he didn’t have a valid driver’s 
license. 

Officer Wickham said he smelled 
the odor of burnt marijuana and asked 
Gambles to step out of the vehicle and he 
was arrested and cuffed for not having a 
driver’s license. He said they impounded 
and inventoried the vehicle and his partner 
found suspected Xanex and something else 
in a case on the front passenger seat, plus a 
bag of marijuana in Gambles’ pocket. 

Wickham testified that Gambles said, 
in a spontaneous utterance, “That’s my 
medication,” and Wickham asked him if he 
had a prescription. Wickham testified that 
Gambles replied, “I could get one.” 

Wickham said he checked on the 
statewide registry for prescriptions and 
found no record for Gambles. He said they 
sent the medication to the Michigan State 
Police lab and is came back as analogs. 

Under cross-examination, retained 
defense attorney Mohammed Nasser 
brought out that there was no speeding 
citation issued and Gambles was not the 
registered owner of the car. It came back 
leased to Brendan Lockridge. 

The second witness was Belleville 
Reserve Officer John Rourk, who testified 


he and Wickham were running stationery 
radar at Quirk and Belleville roads when 
they stopped the car. 

He said he found the Louis Vuitton case 
on the front seat with the prescriptions 
inside sandwich bags. He also testified that 
a Cartier sunglasses case was also in the 
bag.

Eileen Gail Green, 42, who is facing 
charges of being in possession of two 
financial transaction devices in Van Buren 
Township on July 20, had been assigned a 
defensive attorney by the court, but now 
wants to hire an attorney.

If there is frequent-event space having a 
turning radius for the fire department would 
have to be considered. With 6.5’ sidewalks 
on each side, there is 46’ between to work 
with, he said. Perpendicular parking would 
need 20’ and parallel parking 8’. The 
benches, trash receptacles, or trees would 
take 5-6’, he said. 

He said they could do some drawings to 
see how that would fit. 

McNamara said they would look into 
funding and grants and present drawings to 
the DDA with a cost estimate. He said they 
would have to coordinate with the library 
team so they would know who was doing 
what, when? 

“Is there a way to have stamped pavement 
to set it off?” asked DDA coordinator 
Carol Thompson. She said it would be nice 
to have it creative, so people would know 
they “are coming to someplace different, 
not just Fourth Street.” 

Planning Commissioner John Juriga, 
who also is an elected member of the 


district library board, said he remembers 
when Tom Fielder was mayor and there 
was a discussion on continuing Fourth 
Street Square across the street. They talked 
about eliminating parking and putting trees 
and plants in, working with the library 
architect. 

DDA member Jason Mida said he agreed 
with getting rid of the parking, since there 
is public parking next to the library and 
behind the Fourth Street Square. 

“Are we going to hold events there 
regularly?” he asked. “What’s our goal for 
use of this space.” 

The library architect had provided a 
drawing of what could be done. 

In that drawing 8-9 parking spaces would 
be lost, but he noted there are 89 new 
spaces in the new parking lot. 

When work on this area was referred to 
as “placemaking,” DDA Treasurer Sabrina 
Richardson Williams asked just what is 
placemaking. 

Thompson said it was a plan for public 
space and was about how you could serve 
people. Would it be a gathering place? Be 
creative how they use the space?

Street America, a national trust, talks about 
placemaking. 

“I’m in favor of keeping a one-way drive 
to the library,” said DDA chairwoman 
Rosemary Loria, noting that decision 
would come from the city council. 

“I would like to see it as a gathering 
place,” said Williams. 

DDA secretary Denise Baker said they 
want people to walk around and not just 
drive through town. 

Williams said she was at the library for 
a 7 p.m. music event and went to Egan’s 
first. 

“It would have been nice to sit outside,” 
she said. 

Chairperson Loria made a quick list, with 
help from others, on how many events 
could be at this site: Harvest Fest, car 
show, farmer’s market, outdoor events for 
the museum and library. 

Councilman Fielder said the museum 
wants its Model T to come in and out of its 
space, but it doesn’t have to be concrete. 

“The more concrete gone, the better,” 
Fielder said, noting the Rosie the Riveter 
group has a street dance in that area. 

Sharon Peters, chairwoman of the district 
library board, said people could get to the 
library using Charles Street. 

Mida said they could have events on both 
sides of Fourth Street, using the crosswalk 
on Main to get back and forth.

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Charisse Kimble of Belleville 
learns to live with kidney disease

For many of the 900,000 people in 
Michigan with chronic kidney disease or 
kidney failure, going to a dialysis center is 
a part of life. 

During what can be up to a six-year wait 
for a kidney transplant, dialysis keeps people 
alive. Currently, 13,667 Michiganders are 
living on dialysis. 

Belleville resident Charisse Kimble, 51, 
has been going to a dialysis center three 
times a week for four hours a day for the past 
26 years. 

Hemodialysis, as it is also called, is the 
process of sending a person’s blood through 
a machine to cleanse the blood of toxins and 
waste that would normally be filtered out 
by the kidneys. Although far from a cure, 
dialysis allows a person without kidney 
function to survive. 

While growing up, Charisse’s kidneys 
functioned normally. In May 1990, at 
age 23, she began to notice that her urine 
looked strange — it had bubbles in it. After 
running some tests, her doctor told her that 
her kidneys were leaking protein and not 
functioning at full capacity. 

A biopsy revealed that she had IgM 
Nephropathy, an autoimmune disease that 
reduces the kidneys’ ability to filter blood. 
A year later, she started dialysis. At the 
time, Charisse had been working as a sales 
secretary and caring for her 3-year-old son 
James. She had to leave her job, due to 
needing time off for dialysis and not feeling 
well enough to work on some days. 

“This was a very difficult thing for me to 
accept,” said Charisse. “This can’t happen 
to me. I’m too strong for that.” With her 
positive attitude, she was determined to 
do what was important to her and not let 
dialysis control her life completely. Charisse 
wanted another child and hoped for a girl. 
Her daughter Breonna was born in 1993. 

In 2003, she underwent a kidney 
transplant at Henry Ford Health System. 
But immediately, she knew something was 
wrong. The anti-rejection medications, 
which organ recipients must take for the rest 
of their lives, caused serious side effects. 
Charisse promised her family that she 


would tough it out for a year but the side 
effects did not subside. She discontinued the 
medications and discovered that she had a 
, better quality of life on 
dialysis. 

In October of 2017, 
Charisse began working 
as a paid intern at 
the National Kidney 
Foundation of Michigan 
(NKFM) in Ann Arbor. 
In May 2018, she formed 
a fundraising team and 
walked in the NKFM’s annual Kidney Walk 
at the Detroit Zoo. She plans to attend with 
her “Team Triumph” again in 2019. 

She has learned to be a Kidney PATH 
instructor and will co-lead her first workshop 
in Ypsilanti later this spring. Kidney PATH, 
a no-cost program offered by the NKFM, is 
an eight-week workshop that teaches people 
with kidney disease how to stay healthy and 
manage living with their disease. 

She is also training to be an NKFM peer 
mentor, someone who meets one-on-one with 
people newly diagnosed with kidney disease 
to answer questions, provide support, and 
assist with navigating the health care system. 
She currently works part-time at the NKFM 
as a program assistant in preventive services. 

Despite the necessary dialysis visits, 
Charisse lives a full and joyful life. James 
and Breonna live close by and she has 
five grandchildren to spoil. She credits her 
successful life to her positive attitude and 
an excellent support system, including her 
extended family and her adopted NKFM 
“family”. 

She enjoys movies, bowling and gardening. 

“I haven’t given up hope,” said Charisse. 
“There are new procedures all the time -- 
you never know what science may come up 
with.” 
She also encourages people with kidney 
disease not to give up, stating, “Take each 
day as it comes. If you feel well, get up and 
go have a good day. If you don’t feel well, go 
back to bed and try again tomorrow. When 
you have your good days, maximize them 
and live!”
